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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

All claims contain a limitation to suppressing the vibrations of an engine during 
cranking of the engine by a motor The prior art did not disclose or suggest such an 
invention. Masberg et al. is a starter generator that suppresses the vibrations of an 
internal combustion engine. Masberg et al. states, "During the starting process, it is 
generally not necessary to reduce rotational nonuniformity" col. 6 line 63, suggesting 
that it would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill to suppress the vibrations during 
cranking. 



3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure are starter motors that reduce engine vibrations during operation 
of internal combustion engine and are listed in attach PTO-892. Copies of U.S. Patents 
are not provided pursuant to MPEP 1302.12.
